Last  year  it  was  realized  that  there  was  not  hte  coopera¬ 
tion  on  our  campus  among  the  religious  organizations  that  v/e 
could  and  should  have.  Since  then,  campus  leaders  have  been 
studying  our  problems  and  have  drawn  up  a  constitution  for 
an  overall  religious  council  which  will  be  called  the  CCRA  or 
Council  of  Coordinated  Religious  Activities.
